That company had 
offered to start weekly publi- 
cation of the St. Albert Star 
October 15 and it would be 
delivered to every resident in 
St. Albert. 

Mr. Jamison did not 
attend council meeting but 
sent a letter to each member. 


Council worried over 
residents payments 


The Town of St. Albert has 
recently been receiving a 
large number of calls about 
the large increases in taxes 
for the town for the 1975 
taxation year. 

The town points out that 
these increases are not the 
result of property tax in- 
creases but due to the mort- 
gage companies trying to 
recover tax account deficits 
and tax increases. 

At the regular meeting of 
town council last Monday 
night, Mayor Dick Plain 
expressed the fear that the 
banks and trust funds could 
make martyrs out of the 
community. Council wanted 
to beat the problem within 
the framework of its overall 
budget by January Ist next 


year. 
Council passed a motion to

meet with representatives of 
the mortgage companies to 
see how levies might be 
averaged over a longer 
period. 

Mayor Dick Plain wants 
the comments of the com- 
panies ‘‘on how the private 
sector and us can alleviate 
these extraordinary increas- 
es on residents’ monthly 
payments.”’ 

In one case cited the tax 
payment had increased by 
$39.00 a month while the 
increase in 1975 over 1974 
property taxes had gone up 
from $41.25 a month to 
$51.18. 

It should be pointed out 
that over 1974 municipal 
taxes for the average home in 
St. Albert went up approxi- 
mately $90.00.

Town poised to move 
for seniors accomodation 


Moves are afoot in St. 
Albert to right the situation 
which makes it the largest 
urban centre in Alberta 
without appropriate senior 
citizen accommodation. 

Applications for self-con- 
tained suite style accommo- 
dation the town sees for its 
future senior citizens have 
been sent to the Alberta 


Housing Corporation. 

Site selection is near 
completion and recommen- 
dations are to be completed 
to council in two weeks time. 

A meeting was held Sep- 
tember 18 in the Paul Kane 
School where volunteer or- 
ganizations and representa- 
tives of the Town of St. 
Albert could give their views 


Nothing final on 
Akinsdale Stage Seven 


The Town of St. Albert will 
not go ahead with the signing 
of the development agree- 
ment for Akinsdale Stage 
Seven till the whole matter 
has received further study by 
town staff. 

The developer Qualico is 
anxious to have the de- 
velopment agreement signed 
and the land rezoned in a 
devélopment which would 
boost St. Albert’s tax reven- 
ue four times for a site of 
comparable size. 

A spokesman for the 
developer R. P. Savage told 
council Monday night that 
the development of the 
Akinsdale centre core would 
net the town $225,000 over a 
comparable figure of $77,000 
and some of that would be 
swallowed up in utility costs. 

He said that the devel- 
opment, which would bring 
in nearly 300 housing units of 
a higher class for those who 
couldn’t afford houses in the 
$50-60,000 price bracket, 


could get started by the end 
of this year with occupancy a 
year after that. 

He pointed out that the 
development would be of a 
rental nature and this would 
have an impact on St. Albert 
which has only 15 per cent in 
the way of rental units and a 
virtually zero vacancy rate in 
would be of the R3A type, 
with a large parking area 
provided for both visitors and 
residents, town housing and 
a commercial site as well as 
provisions for recreation. 

A 24,000 square foot 
shopping complex is also 
slated in the development. 

Parking is provided for on 
a two unit per house basis. 

Council gave a mixed 
reception to the presentation 
by the developer and Coun- 
cillor Myrna Fyfe thought 
that it ‘lacked imagination.”’ 
She was also concerned that 
streets in the core would not 
be wide enough and there 
would be danger to children 


because of this. She was 
assured that this would be 
them. 

Basically the development 
taken into account by the 
developer and that space for 
recreational vehicles in par- 
ticular would be finalized.

Spending checks ‘gone’

Ten years ago 495 


separate votes were 
needed in the House of 
Commons to authorize 


Ottawa's spending. 

But in 1969 rule changes 
reduced this number to 
136, giving elected mem- 
bers less opportunity to 
vote on and criticize the 
various government 
spending proposals. 

Committee chairmen, 
except in a minority 
government situation. are 
of the ruling party and are 
instructed to push 
estimates through as 
quickly as possible. 

The Public 
Committee cannot 
examine the Auditor 
General's report on the 
previous years spending 
until it is referred by the 
House of Commons. For 
its own political purposes 
the government delays 
referral of the report, 
sometimes for as long as 
four years. (In Australia. 
by contrast, the Auditor 
General's report must be 
referred for examination 
within weeks of the end of 
the fiscal year.) 

As a result. Ottawa's 
spending has jumped from 
57 billion in 1965 to $28.2 
pi.lion this year and that 
figure is expected to reach 
$32 billion by the. time 
supplementaries, special 
loans and advances have 
been added.

How can this happen? 
How many small business- 
men can afford to spend 
five times as much this 
year as they did in 1965? 


Ottawa gets more to 
spend every year without 
raising taxes because 
rising incomes put people 
into ever higher income 
tax brackets and the re- 


venue increases automati- 
cally. Even with indexing 
the income tax. the re- 
venue still increases be- 
cause the index is geared 
to past inflation and so 
lags behind the actual 
rate. Revenue in 1974. the 
first full year of indexing. 
was 17 per cent higher than 
in the previous year. 


While this is happening 
Ottawa hires more and 
more ‘‘information 
officers’’ whose jobs are 
to present what Ottawa 
does in a favorable light. 
In 1973 the number of 
positions was increased 
from 747 to 1,125, many of 
them with salaries as high 
as $36,000. 


The danger is obvious. 
On the one hand Ottawa 
removes the traditional 
parliamentary checks on 
spending. On the other it 
sets up a public relations 
screen to conceal the facts 
from the public. 


In the end all politicians, 
even at the top, depend on 
votes. This is why the 
Canadian Federation of 
Independent Business 
urges its members and all 
Canadians to support their 
local MP. Individual MPs 
need visible support -- in 
the form of letters, tele- 
grams, case histories -- to 
make themselves heard. 
Otherwise they are not 
listened to. 


If Parliament loses its 
supremacy, if our MPs 
are prevented from exerci- 
sing an effective check on 
spending and taxation, our 
free democratic society 
will be replaced by an 
authoritarian bureaucratic 
state,

At the next meeting of the Committee of the Whole the 
members of Council will complete their deliberations 
centered around considerations arising from a business 
proposition advanced by Sun Colorpress Ltd. 


Your negative reactions to this proposal were carried in the 
CBC Tuesday, September 16, newscast; however, to my 
knowledge the Council as a whole has not been given the 
opportunity to hear your concerns nor have you availed 
yourself of the opportunity of discussing this matter with us 
in order to obtain some understanding of the facts 
surrounding the matter. This is most unfortunate. 


THE PROPOSAL 


Sun Colorpress Ltd. has offered to rublish a local newspaper 
for St. Albert and distribute it free of charge to every 
residence in the Town. The condition attached to this offer is 
that the Town of St. Albert must direct all of the 
municipality's newspaper advertising to this firm for a 


one-year period. The rate at which the advertising will be 
charged is $1.82 per column inch which we understand is 
approximately $0.18 lower than the rates levied by the 
Gazette. 


It is suggested that if you have objections to Council's 
consideration of this proposal that you should attend the 
Committee of the Whole meeting September 22, 1975 and 
State your case in front of the local government. As matters 
presently stand, we have a straightforward business 
proposition to consider which seemingly indicates that the 
taxpayers in this community can receive a greater benefit 
for each public dollar spent for advertising purposes than 
exists under the present arrangements. In my opinion, the 
Council would: be extremely remiss in discharging its 
responsibilities if it did not consider or react to a proposition 
put forth by one of your business competitors which 
seemingly offers comparable services, more comprehensive 
coverage (in St. Albert) and lower rates than those provided 
by the St. Albert Gazette. Competition is the key to the 
smooth economic functioning of the private enterprise 


system. In my opinion, every government has a: 


responsibility to ensure that competition exists in various 
economic markets and it is submitted that if cost savings can 
be obtained by a public corporation by encouraging 
competition in the local newspaper market in St. Albert that 
businessmen should welcome this type of development. 
Quasi-monopolies are not a tolerable feature in any healthy, 
vigorous and competitive market place.

Pue to provide a second 
weekly newspaper for that 
town presents some very 
troublesome aspects. It ob- 
viously occurs in the context 
of a dispute between council 
and the already established 
St. Albert Gazette over 
editorial policy. 

Mr. Pue plans to distribute 
his weekly free of charge to 
all households in St. Albert 
and, as a condition of that, 
will be the sole carrier of 
town council advertising. 
That is, just weeks after 
calling in an unrepentant 
Gazette editor for a critical 
examination of his editorial 
policy, council is depriving 
the Gazette of all town 
advertising revenue. 

{t presumes a high degree 
of gullibility to interpret this 
as anything but economic 
coercion of a newspaper that 
refuses to bend to political 
pressure. Mr. Pue’s offer 


was received only after the 
council-Gazette dispute er- 
upted in public. 

Does the St. Albert council 
expect that Mr. Pue’s editor- 
ial policy will remain benign 
because he carries town 
advertising? Does St. Albert 
town council regard such a 
possibility as in the public 
good? 

The argument that Mr. 
Pue’s advertising space is 
cheaper than that of the 
Gazette is, in this case, 
clearly specious. A straight- 
faced cost-benefit defense of 
their action by council mem- 
bers constitutes a bald ex- 
ample of opportunism.

- Spotlight on Sturgeon 


Drinking themselves 
to death at Kipohtakaw? 


By Jim McIntyre 


Some of the remnants of the Cree Nation are drinking 
themselves to death at Kipohtakaw. 

Does that sound like a line from anthropological treatise 
on the gradual destruction of the North American Indian? If 
it does you can be forgiven for thinking so. Kipohtawkaw is 
the Cree word which means ‘‘our place in the big forest.’’ 

The big forest once covered the entire MD of Sturgeon 
and beyond, game was plentiful and there was little or no 
disease. 

Now, like the Cree there are only remnants of the great 
forest left and the nation has somehow shrunk in size on to 
what is now called the Alexander Indian Reserve Number 
134. The reserve is just about 12 miles west of Morinville. 

Just before you get to the reserve, the road seems to 
symbolically turn to gravel, but the landscape suddenly 
changes to rolling parkland and wide vistas. Then you hit 
the village, the ‘‘Home of the Braves’’ and park your car at 
either the school or the office of the band council. 

There are some 550 souls left in the village and what is 
happening there would probably make Father Albert 
Lacombe turn over in his grave. 

The Indians who live there are no different to many of 
their white brothers. They see no solace from the increasing 
pressures of modern living, expressed in things like 
inflation, high land prices, the threat of atomic war or just 
plain apathy and boredom, except in the ‘‘bottle.’’ The 
reserve gets RCMP police protection on request, but Allan 
Paul, on the band council in the village and also the 
co-ordinator of Kipohtakaw. counselling services there says 
that many of the tragic happenings on the reserve like child 
abuse, assaults and even death through drinking, go 
unreported. 

Only two months ago a woman on the reserve literally 
drank herself to death, says Allan. 

The common complaint seems to be that there is little to 
do in the way of recreation, although recently a basketball 
and volleyball team got going in the community - part of the 
Federally supported program to give the reserve residents a 
sense of purpose and enjoyment. 

More than that there is also a genuine attempt to inject 
into the anti-booze program an appreciation for the long lost 
old ways of the Indian people, with some emphasis on the 
Spiritual aspects of their lives. 

Sadly, the people have been so changed by their 
experience of progress and the new ways, that they find it 
difficult to absorb the pow-wows, the hand games, the 
rediscovery of their ancient ways each Tuesday and 
Thursday night. To educate them back in time is a very 
difficult process points out Mr. Paul and the surmounting of 
problems can only be done on a day to day basis. 

The Government is also facing the backlash from having 
taken on the burden of responsibility from a people who 
survived thousands of years feeding on wild game and 
berries. How can you give back these people that kind of 
independence when for many years they have been 
accustomed to living on welfare? 

One way is through education, but Mr. Paul says that 
unless the disease of alcoholism is locked then social 


problems are going to get worse rather than better. You 
cannot learn much from a teacher or a text book if your brain 
is half dead from alcohol. That is why the program is trying 
to educate the residents of the reserve away from alcohol. It 
has only been in existence for two months and so it is still 
very early to pass judgement on progress. But some 
progress does seem to have been made, for some of the 
people are forsaking the bottle to come in and hear how they 
might defeat the booze demon which has hold on them. 

Outsiders from the reserve are also welcome to learn how 
to combat alcoholism, to overcome their shyness about 
admitting their weakness. 

But it is an uphill battle all the way. A report mentions 
Morinville, Busby and Onoway as places where you can fill 
your tank and if that fails and you run out of booze, then 
there’s always a ‘‘white’ bootleggerr who is within easy 
distance of the reserve. 

A report on the anti-alcoholism program which has been 
given the blessing of the band council points out that the 
weekends and the hot summer season are the worst for the 
alcoholics. Then is the time when 50 per cent of the people 
will drink to excess with the attendant problems too much in 
evidence, child abuse and assault. 

And another very telling statistic is that over the period 
1967 - 75, there has been a marked increase in drinking on 
the reserve. 

The report also warns that lack of education is cause for 
fear that there will not be positive development in the 
future. Alcoholism on the reserve causes a school drop out 
rate where only 14 out of 70 children are still at school 
between the ages of 17 and 21. 

This all sounds like a real challenge to Mr. Paul, the two 
counsellors and part-time secretary who take the fight to the 
demon called Alcohol. 

To try and right the poor schooling situation, t.c band 
council have approved a youth club for younger residenis. 
There they will be under some form of guidance, but even 
here they express a sense of loss of direction, an inability to 
express what it is they want. 

There is a bright side to all this. If the program eventually 
wins through, there will be a revival of cultural and spiritual 
traditions which have been lost in the mists of time, there’ll 
be greater pride in the reserve and less violence. 

The people on the reserve are getting help from the 
RCMP if and when they are unfortunate enough to land up 
in court on criminal charges related to alcohol. And there 
are other resource people both in hospitals and the social 
services who are leading the fight against this spiritual and 
cultural suicide. 

But there is still strong pressure to grab the bottle when 
you feel at a low ebb on the reserve. 

It’s been a despairing scene at Kipohtakaw since 1967. 
Booze was seen as the only opiate. But it destroyed the 
emotional and physical well being of those who were once a 
great nation. 

When will the numerous deaths, the blindings and the 
maimings cease at the Alexander Reserve? 

Perhaps only when the same tragic pattern comes to an 
end in our own society.
